3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: Claims 1-35 are being allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record teaches different ways of communicating between a terminal 
and printer within a network printing system using a unique identifying device, but the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest (in combination with other features of the 
claims) a network system or a network host computer having a job associated with the 
print request message received from a computer terminal, associating a particular printer 
with the print request message and identify the particular printer as the printer for 
receiving the print request message, and providing a print data to the identified printer for 
printing, wherein a liser can input the job number into any of the plurality of printer in 
order to print the print data at the printer into which the user input the job, as recited in 
the independent claims.
